calling 'for Mr. Morgan, and the latter, 
followed by Mr. Morgan, ran into the 
rooms to see what was the trouble,

and then came, down to the first floor. 


"In the mean time," the ambassador 


continued. "Mrs. Morgan went toward 
Ihe main staircase and saw the butler 
backing up with the assailant Holt, 
following him with a revolver in eacli 
hand.

.The various ends served by thfs .In- 
strument In war, says the Telephone 
Review, are typical.of'the'multitude of 
Its uses In. less picturesque but more 
.productive accomplishments of peace. 
Indeed, a host of peaceful counterparts 
may be cited for each warlike adapta- 
tion of the service. Thus we have the 
telephone aa a source of amusement 
:and diversion; • as the Instrument of 


heroism . ana faithful service through 
great crises or-ln the face of peril; as a 
means of. Insuring safety and protec- 
tion, and, as In the terrilc blunder at 
Neuye - Chapelte, the lack of telephone 
service as • the cause of 
catastrophe. 


When a shot of the enemy-happened to 
cut the wires the British artillery kept 
firing after the British troops had ad- 
vanced into the line of fire because the 
message to. stop the cannonade had 
failed to reach the gunners. 


More grateful ts It to read of the 


phone as an entertainer on the stricken 
field. A recent dispatch told the follow- 
ing story of a-British officer In Flan- 
den: 


"The officer.spends lonely hours in 


the windmill In charge ot" the telephone 
exchange .from which the batteries are 
worked. The men in 'the trenches and 
the gun pits pity his loneliness and in- 
vent a scheme to cheer him up, so after 
dark,-when the cannonade slackens, he 
puts the receiver to his ears and listens 
to a Tyrolese ballad sung by an orderly 
and to the admirable imitation of a 
barking dog performed by a sapper and 
to a Parisian chanson delightfully ren- 
dered by the aviator."

Some of.the incidents told In the dis- 


patches show that the "hello girls" in 


the desperate hours of war exhibit the 
same heroism as they have frequently 
displayed in the greater catastrophes of 
peace. 


When the Russians made an Incur- 


sion into the town of Memcl, in East 
Prussia, recently, and Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg rang up the Memel 
postofflce, after receiving news of the 
Russian aggression, he expressed to "the 
girl who answered his call "his aston- 
ishment and Joy" that she and her col- 
leagues had remained at their posts. 
Prince Joachim, one of the k'aiser's 
sons, presented the heroine with a sil- 


ver watch and "words of lively recog- 
nition." 


Our telephone heroines who remain 


at the switchboard while fire rages-in 
the floor below may not receive com- 
mendation, from king or kaiser or kai- 
ser's son, but the recognition they are 
accorded is not less valued. 


England for Its defense against Zep- 


pelin raids Is depending as much on the 
telephone as on its anti-aircraft guns. 
Newcastle, whose shipyards were un- 
doubtedly the objective ot a recent Zep- 
pelin raid, received warning by tele- 
phone from Blyth'that the Zeppelins 


were* coming. Immediately the lights 
were flashed out and the Zeppelins evi- 
dently failed to discern their objec- 
tive In the darkness, for Newcastle es- 
caped entirely. The heart of London 
similarly was saved when the Zeppe- 
lins reached the northern suburbs and 
the east end. 


The headquarters of a commanding 


officer arc like the main office of any 
vast business enterprise/ With every 
point in the field the general is in con- 
tact, even while the fight la raging. 
Even as the troops move forward to 
the attack, telephone wires move with 
them, and telephone operators, say three 
or four or more to a battalion, are In 
constant communication with an ez- 
change station. That station, again, is 
In communication with a long circuit 
by radiating lines, as. for instance, with 
the bureau of the general and the quar- 
ters of the principal officers. 


As the attacking party advances the 


ground In front of them is swept by the 
shells. 
As ths soldiers continue to 


No Army Can Do Without Big Aero Service 


niako progress they would if the flr» 
was not accurately adjusted, run into 
their own shells, as the British did at 
Xeuvo Ch.-ipclle, but at this polrtt the 
telephone intervenes. The commander 
of the- advancing force signals to ths 
artillery to direct their lire, forward, to- 
ward any point of the compass and at 
any distance desired. 
The artillery 


obeys by adjusting the elevation of tho 
cannon, and though tho man in front 
may not bo aware of the situation of 
the guns nor the gunners know where 
their shells are falling, yet the accuracy 
attained is such that It can be adjusted 
to every fifty, or, at any rate, every 
hundred yards, of advance. 


The telephone at the front Is carried 


In every conceivable way. With miles 
of wires it Is conveyed on vehicles like 
Kim carriages. It is carried on-horse- 
back. 
Whero horses dare not venture 


it Is taken by men who have the wires' 
colled on a small cylinder slung on a 
frame 
resembling 
an 
ambulance 


stretcher. 


In the trenches every fresh "street" 


has its telephone service. Today the 
dispatch rider, so famous in tho annals 
o£ past wars, exists only to supplement 
the telephone. It is on the wires that 
the generals must depend not only to 
receive information but to give orders. 
With battle lines extending hundreds of 
miles and the attack coming unexpect- 
edly at any point It Is only by the 
swiftness ot the telephone message that 
re-enforcements can bo sent to weaken- 
ed spots In time to win victory or save 
disaster.

Thrilling stories by the hundred are 


told of men on both sides of the great 
conflict In Europe, who with a wire and 
receiver strapped to them have crawl- 
ed out to dangerous observation point* 
and, lying hidden, have sent back the 
information on which the fate of th« 
day's battle has depended. Without the 
telephone the war could hardly be car- 
ried on on its present gigantic sca.l» 
with million!; of men under the ulti- 
mate control of a single man.

San Marino, Smallest Bui Oldest Republic 
S 


iUST MARINO, which 
literally 


came on to the map when It 
entered the war on the side of 
Italy, is so small a state that 


it really Is rarely to be found on any 
except the largest maps of Europe. 
Most geography hooks ignore Its ex- 
istence, yet It is the oldest existing re- 
public as well as the smallest. 


Kor more than 1,000 years it has rest- 


ed secure'in its Independence in Its 
place in the sun on the flat top of 
Monte Titano, 2,650 feet above the sea. 
Its entire area Is but thirty-three square 
miles, and Its population but 11.041. 
When It promised to aid Its friend 
Italy "to the last man" San Marino 
mustered its armed forces and counted 
thirty-nine officers and 850 men. 


Nominally the republic of Snn Ma- 


rino has been at war with Austria ever 
since ISGS. This Is due to Its small- 
ness, for the treaty of peace which gave 
the region of Venetin to Italy, arranged 
between that country and Prussia and 
Austria, made no mention of the repub- 
lic, which considered herself an ally of 
Italy. 
Garibaldi, with some Marinese 


among his forces, was still fighting In 
the Trentlno west of Trent and threat- 
ened to besiege the city when Victor 
Emmanuel H. ordered him to return in 
1S67. 
A new treaty of friendship with 


Italy was concluded Juno 2S. 1S07, and 
revised In 1908, but peaco was never 
formally made with Austria- 


Dominating the Adriatic, San Marino 


forms a useful point for the mounting 
of big suns, but the value of her entry 
into the war on the side of Italy has a 
still more useful side than that. It is 
one which has never before belonged to 
the tiny state In all its long existence, 
for if San Marino had remained neutral 
Austria could have used this mountain 
top as a most valuable resting place 
for Its attacking nlr craft. 


On Nov. 12, 13H, San Marino defied 


the kaiser In a reply to tho demand of 
the German ambassador that the wire- 
less station at Monte Titano. which Is 
in direct communication with the Eif- 
fel tower, bo abolished. 
San Marino 


in Its reply recalled the ancient tradi- 
tions of liberty and the dignity of the 
republic and described the demand of 
the ambassador as an unjustified and 
intolerable Interference. 


"Tho republic of San Marino." It 


*nid. "strong In Its right, has never 
permitted Interference by other states 
In Its Internal affairs." 


In January last the German govern, 


meni protested at- San Marjno. accus- 
ing the republic of encouraging espion- 
age through Its wireless station and 
threatened to send a. German commis- 
sion to Inquire Into tho matte:. ' Tho 
republic declined to receive tha com- 
missioners. -

The entire tank blew up, throwing a 
quantity of blazing alcohol over the 
little Brlcker boy, who was nearest

The explosion shook tho houses 


nearby and frightened tho neighbors, 
set the fence or. fire and complet^ly 
cnvelopcd tho Brlcker boy in flames.

boy's clothing she rushed Into the yard.

HERE Is one ally that serves 


all the armies. It Is the tele- 
phone, II not only helps them 
in the fierce hours of battle, 


but also In the weary hours of the 


. watches spent in the trenches and on 


lonely outposts. 


The various ends served by this In- 


strument in war, says the Telephone 
Review, are typical of the multitude of 
Its uses in less picturesque but more 
productive accomplishments of peace. 
Indeed, a host of peaceful counterparts 
may be cited for each warlike adapta- 
tion'of the service. Thus we have the 
telephone as a source of amusement 
and diversion; as the instrument of 


heroism and faithful service through 
great crises or In the face of peril; as a 
means of insuring safety and protec- 
tion, and. as in the terrilc blunder at 
Xeuve Chapelle, the lack of telephone 
service as the cause of catastrophe. 
When a shot of the enemy happened to 
cut the wires the Tiritlsh artillery kept 
firing after the British troops had ad- 
vanced into the line of fire because the 
message to stop the cannonade h'ad 
failed to reach the gunners. 


More grateful is i t - t o read of the 


phone as an entcrtalner'on the stricken 
field. A recent dispatch told the follow, 
Ing story of a British officer In Flan- 
ders: 


"Tho officer spends lonely hours In 


the windmill in charge o£ the telephone 
exchange from which the batteries are 
worked. The men in the trenches and 
the gun pits pity his loneliness and In- 
vent a scheme to cheer him up, so after 
dark, when the cannonade slackens, he 
puts the receiver to his ears and listens 
to a Tyroleso ballad sung hy an orderly 
and to the admirable imitation of a 
barking dog performed by a sapper and 
ti) a Parisian chanson delightfully ren- 
dered by the aviator." 


Some of tho incidents told In the dis- 


patches show that the "hello girls" In 


the desperate hours of war exhibit tha 
same heroism as they have frequently 
displayed In the greater catastrophes of 
peace. 


When the Russians made an Incur- 


sion Into the town of Memel, In East 
Prussia, recently, and Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg rang up the Memel 
postoffice, after receiving news of the 
Russian aggression, he expressed to the 
girl who answered his call "his aston- 
ishment and joy'1 that she and her col- 
leagues had remained at their posts. 
Prince Joachim, one of the kaiser's 
eons, presented the heroine with a sil- 


ver watch and "words of lively recog^ 
nkion." 


Our telephone heroines who remain 


at tho switchboard while fire rages In 
the floor below may not receivXcom- 
mendation from king or kaiser or kai- 
ser's son, but the recognition they are 
accorded is not less valued. 


England for its defense against Zep- 


pelin raids is depending as much on the 
telephone as on its anti-aircraft grins. 
Newcastle, whose shipyards were un- 
doubtedly the objective of a recent Zep- 
pelin raid, received warning by tele- 
phone from Blyth that the Zeppelins 


were coming. Immediately tho lights 
wore flashed out and tho Zeppelins evi- 
dently failoil to discern their objec- 
tive in the darknc-ss, for Newcastle es- 
caped entirely. 
The heart of I^onclon 


similarly was saved when the Zeppe- 
lins reached the northern suburbs ami 
the east end. 


Tho headquarters of a commanding 


officer are like the m.iln office o£ any 
vast business enterprise. 
With every 


point in tho field the general Is in con- 
tact, even while the fight is raging. 
Even as the troops move forward to 
the attack, telephone wires move with 
them, and telephone operators, say ihreo 
or four or more to a battalion, are in 
constant communication with an ex- 
change station. That station, again, is 
in communication with a long circuit 
by radiating llnc-s, as, for instance, with 
the bureau of the general and tl\e quar- 
ters of the principal officers. 


As the attacking party advances the 


ground in front of them is swept by the 
shells. 
As the soldiers continue to 


make progress they would, If the fir* 
wan not accurately adjusted, run Into 
their own shells, as the British did at 


Chfipellc, but at this point the 


telephone Intervenes. The commander 
of .the advancing forco signals to ths 
artillery to direct their firo forward, to- 
ward any point of tho compass and at 
any distance desired. 
Tho artillery 


obeys by adjusting tho elevation of th» 
cannon, and though the man in front 
may not be aware of the situation of 
the guns nor the gunners know where 
their shells are falling, yet the accuracy 
attained Is such that it can be adjusted 
to every fifty, or, at any rate, every 
hundred yards, o£ advance. 


The telephone at the front Is carried 


in every conceivable way. With miles 
of wires It is conveyed on vehicles like 
gun carriages. It. is carried on horse, 
back. 'Where horses dare not yentur* 
it is taken by men who have tho wires 
coiled on a small cylinder slung on a 
frame 
resembling 
an 
ambulance 


stretcher. 


In tho trenches every frosh "street" 


has its telephone service. Today the 
dispatch rider,, so famous in the annals 
of past wars, exists only to supplement 
tho telephone. It is on tho wires that 
the generals must depend not only to 
receive information but to give orders. 
With battlo lines extending hundreds of 
miles and the attack coming unexpect- 
edly ,it any point it is only by the 
swiftness or tho telephone message that 
re-enforcements can be sent to weaken- 
ed spots in time to win victory or save 
disaster. 


Thrilling stories by the hundred are 


told of men on both sides of the great 
conflict in Europe, who with a wiro and 
receiver strapped to them have crawl- 
ed out to dangerous observation point* 
and, lying hidden, have sent back: the 
information on which the fate of tha 
day's battle has depended. Without ths 
telephone the war could hardly be car- 
ried on on its present gigantic ecal« 
v.-ith millions of men under the ulti- 
mate, control of a single man.

San Marino, Smallest Bui 
S 


AN MARIXO, which literally, 


came on to the map when it 
entered the war on the side of 
Italy, is so small a state that 


It really Is rarely to be found on any 
except the largest maps of Europe. 
Most geography hooks ignore its ex- 
istence, yet it Is the oldest existing re- 
public as well as the smallest. 


For more than 1,000 years it has rest- 


ed secure in its independence In Its 
place In the sun on the flat top of 
Monte Titano. 2,650 feet above the sea. 
Its entire area is but thirty-three square 
miles, nnd its population but 11,0-11. 
When it promised to aid Its friend 
Italy "to tho last man" Kan Marino 
mustered its armed forces and counted 
thirty-nine officers and 050 men. 


Nominally the republic of San Ma- 


rino has been at war with Austria ever 
since 1S58. 
This is due to its sm.ill- 


neps, for the treaty of peace which gave 
the region of Venetia to Italy, arranged 
between that country and Prussia and 
Austria, made no mention of the repub- 
lic, which considered herself an ally of 
Italy. 
Garibaldi, with some Marinese 


among his forces, was still Hunting in 
the Trentino west of Trent and threat- 
ened to besiege tho city when Victor 
Emmanuel II. ordered him tn return in 
1S67. 
A new treaty of friendship wiih 


Italy wns concluded Juno 2S, 1SOT. and 
revised in ISOS, but peace was never 
formally made with Austria. 


Dominating the Adriatic, San Marino 


forms a useful point for tho mounting 
of big guns, but the value of her entry 
into the war on the side of Italy has a 
still more useful side than that. It Is 
one which has never before belonged to 
the tiny state in all its long existence, 
for if San Marino bad remained neutral 
Austria could have usjd this mountain 
top as a most valuable resting piace 
for Its attacking air craft. 


On Nov. 12, 1614, San Marino defied 


the kaiser In a reply to the dormnd of 
tho German ambassador that the wire- 
less station Rt Monte Titano. which is 
In direct communication with the Eif- 
fel tower, be abolished. 
San Marino 


in Us reply recalled tho ancient tradi- 
tions of liberty nnd the dignity of the 
republic and described the demand of 
the ambassador as an unjustified and 
intolerable interference. 


"The 
republic of San Marino." It 


said, "strong In Its right, has never 
permitted Interference by other states 
In its Internal affairs." 


In January last the German govern- 


ment protested at San Marino, accus- 
ing the republic of encouraging espion- 
age through Us wireless station nn.l 
threatened to send & Gernun commis- 
sion to Inquire Into the matter. 
Th_ 


republic declined to receive the com- 
missioners.
